In so feeble an effort to attend school a scholar might just 
as well remain at home as far as general improvement is con- 
cerned. The schools in town have been prosperous and suc- 
cessful, having been taught by experienced teachers. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


Number of scholars between five and fifteen years of age 
reported by the Selectmen April, 1884: boys, 96; girls, 82; 
total, 178. In 13 districts there have been 32 terms, 21 differ- 
ent teachers employed, and 305 1-2 weeks of school; 157 schol- 
ars attended the summerschools. There were 54 visits made 
by parents, 11 visits by prudential committees, 22 visits by 
superintendent. In the winter there were 174 scholars, 35 
visits made by parents, 11 by prudential committees, 24 by 
superintendent. The longest school in any district was 27.8 
weeks in district No. 6. The shortest school was in district 
No. 1, 12.8 weeks. 

We wish to especially thank the parents and scholars for 
the effort they have made to reduce the absences the past year. 
Mark the result: whata little effort will accomplish: one year 
ago there were 265 weeks of lost schooling. This year, with 
22 1-2 weeks more of schooling, there were 181 1-2 weeks 
lost, about one-fifth made by sickness. Take courage by the 
improvement you have made, and press forward with a firm 
determination to strive to make the schools of this town rank 
first with the schools of our state; this can only be accom- 
plished by calling te our attention the deficiencies in our 
schools, then we can be prepared to remedy the defects. It is 
with this view that we offer this report. In carefully review- 
ing the register we find the absences are made by the same 
families term after term (with the exception of sickness). 

Prudential committees neglect their duties in looking after 
the interest of the schools. Some have visited the schools but 
once, others not at all during the year. (A few twice each 
term; to those these remarks do not apply.) How is a com- 
mittee to be prepared to intelligently hire a teacher, and under- 
stand the wants ofa district unless he visits the school room 
and carefully learns for himself the improvement made, the 
deficiency seen, and the remedy required. 
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We believe no person should hold an office unless he is 
willing to devote to that office the time and care necessary to 
faithfully discharge its duties andrequirements. If we are to 
make our schools of the greatest advantage to the youth, we 
must all cooperate to make them of a lively interest to the 
scholar. ‘The teacher and superintendent can do much, but 
unless the parents and committees do their duty, we shall fail 
to realize the full benefit of our schools. We ask that each 
parent and committee visit the school at least twice each term. 
Parents, you have but a few years to watch over and guide the 
charge intrusted to you. The teacher has an influence and a 
duty to perform, but the great molding power of our youth is 
accomplished under the parental roof. It is there the child 
first learns to lisp its feeble sentences; it is there its mind is 
first awakened to the realities of life; itis in its early infancy 
the moral principles are ingrafted, which mark out for the 
youth its road to honor and influence, or to degredation and 
misery. Home is the garden in which the moral character is 
nurtured, developed and matured. Ifthe moral character is 
not nurtured here it will fare but ill when transplanted into the 
surroundings of school life. It is here the foundation of good 
character is to be laid if laid at all. 

We, in this age of dynamite and crime should look well to 
the duties and requirements of our common schools. It is 
needless to say that a teacher well versed in the rudiments of 
education, may be incompetent to rightly govern and control 
the minds of her pupils. It is one of the most sacred obliga- 
tions of the teacher’s duty, not only to impart knowledge in the 
various branches taught, but to carefully train the moral and 
physical nature of the pupils. Ifwe wish to perpetuate Ameri- 
can institutions, and develop men and women of moral thought 
and physical action, we must look to the careful and thorough 
training of our youth. Parents and teachers must realize the 
great responsibility of making our nation through the develop- 
ment of our youth one of the greatest and noblest nations on 
the earth, or by the neglect of their duty, and the wrong and 
careless training thereof, to cause this nation to wane and de- 
generate in its influence, and in a few generations to become 
like ancient Greece, only known to history of what it once was 
and might have been. 

One of the drawbacks to our schools is the fault-finding of 
the parents in the presence of their children, creating an un- 
easiness and distrust in their minds, Not from those parents 
who habitually visit the school, but invariably from those 
who scarcely ever, if ever, are seen in the school room. 
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What would those same parents think of a judge who 
would administer our laws and condemn our criminals without 
entering a court room or investigating the facts? Parents in 
training their children disregard every known business princi- 
ple in life, as regards the developing and training of the child, 
and then wonder that he becomes depraved, corrupt and 
vicious. Ifa person has high blooded stock, and there is a 
dangerous declivity in the pasture, he will fence about it; if he 
hires a person to take charge of it, he will frequently visit the 
stable to see if he properly cares for it; if he invests in stock 
he carefully investigates the facts and frequently visits the 
marts. 

That same person will send his children to school term 
after term and never enter the school room to look after their 
interest, or encourage them by his presence, in the maturing of 
that life which will make for them weal or woe for all coming 
time.
